Telegraph Strike Widespread. 
Notwithstanding that Commissioner 
of Labor Neill, President Gompers of 
the Federation of Labor and Secretary 
Hasley of the Civic federation had ar- 
ranged to hold a conference with 
President Small of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ union at Chicago the 
strike of commercial telegraphers, 
which started at Los Angeles with the 
discharge of 0} 
man and wai 
taken up by 
both Western 
Union and Post- 
al telegraphers 
at Chicago and 
many other 
western cities, 
extended toeast- 
ern cities last 
week. The op- 
erators in the 
east left their 
keys at a pre- 
concerted signal, 
but without or- 
ders from the 
union leaders.

At New York nearly 5,000 operators 
quit, and more than 15,000 were idle 


throughout the country. At the same 
time the employees of the Associated 
Press from one end of the country to 


the other struck upon the refusal of 
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15,400 men, who received approximate- 
ly $9,000,000 in wages; 1,300,000 cords 
of spruce, poplar and hemlock logs 
were used, representing the timber 
product of about 100,000 acres, ex- 
elusive of the raw material imported 
from Canada. 

‘New Ship Breake Record. . 

The latest addition to the North 
German Lloyd fleet, the Kronprinzess- 
in Cecilie, reached New York on her 
maiden voyage, beating by five min- 
utes the time made by her sister ship, 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, on her 
first trip across the Atlantic. The ex- 
act time consumed in traveling from 
Cherbourg, France, to Sandy Hook’ 
was 5 days, 22 hours and 45 minutes. 
May Tie Up the Erie. 

On Aug. 12 about forty machinists, 
helpers and apprentices in the Eric 
railroad shops at Port Jervis, N. Y., 
went out on strike. These include 
both night and day employees and 
union and nonunion men. This shop 
fs said to be the only one that did 
not obey the general strike order Is- 
sued in May last by President O’Con- 
nell of the Machinists’ association, 
and the work done here has kept the 
engines going on both divisions of the 
road. The strike is for the abolition 
of the plecework system and in favor 
of the adoption of the minimum rate 
of wages of 30 cents per hour. 

To Reclaim the Everglades. 

After many years of discussion with- 
out any real action the state of Flor- 
ida has at last commenced the work 
of draining the great submerged tract 
known as the Everglades. This is to 
be done by cutting a series of canals 
leading into rivers on both the gulf 
and Atlantic slopes. The section to 
be drained comprises about 3,000,000 
acres, upon which there is very little 
timber or brush; consequently the 
work of reclamation will be compara- 
tively easy,.and it is expected to have 
several thousand acres ready for cul- 
tivation and settlement by December 
of this year. Qwing to the latitude 
and the great richness of the soil, this 
land will be of great value when thor- 
oughly drained. It is estimated that 
500,000 acres of this land could pro- 
duce the 2,250,000 tons of sugar now 
annually imported by -the United 
States. It will also be admirably 
adapted to the cultivation of rice.

Laundry Machinery Combine. 

Among the latest announcements of 
industrial combines is that ‘of the 
American Laundry Machinery Manu- 
facturing company. Its authorized cap- 
{tal is $1,500,000, of which $2,500,000 Is

tion, combined with the general de- 
mands previously made by the Teleg- 
raphers’ union for an eight hour day, 
a 10 per cent increase in wages and the 
furnishing of typewriters by the com- 
panies, afforded the motive of the 
strike when it came. 

President Clowry of the Western Un- 
fon, on the other hand, insisted that 
there. was no adequate-cause for the 
strike and that it. was precipitated by 
hotheads, inasmuch as the Western Un- 
jonewas standing by its agreement 
with Commissioner Neill. He also 
claimed that the older and more re- 
Hable employees had not joined the 
strike and that with the new men on 
hand ready to be employed they would 
be able to handle their regular busi- 
ness. The strike leaders claimed that 
most of the new operators said to be 
at work in the telegraph offices were 
inexperienced girls or boys drafted 
from the telegraph and commercial 
schools and used mainly for the pur- 
pose of keeping up appearances. The 


‘{ncreased use of the telephone service 


everywhere testified to the existence of 
the telegraph strike. 

The most alarming feature of this 
great industrial conflict was the prob- 
ability of a sympathetic movement on 
the part of the Railroad Telegraphers’ 
union in the event of any of their 
memwers being ordered to transmit 
commercial business as a consequence 
of the strike. It appears that the tele- 
graph companies have contracts with 
the railroads requiring the latter to 
transmit any commercial messages of- 
fered, and Western Union officials 
made it plain they would insist upon 
the spirit and letter of these contracts. 
Realizing the seriousness of. a sympa- 
thetic strike by the railroad telegra- 
phers, the managers of the railroads 
were disposed to ignore the contracts 
with the telegraph companies or by 
other expedients to avert the actual 
clash with their own telegraphers. In 
any event, it was declared by the strike 
leaders that the railroad men were pre- 
pared to lend financial and moral aid 
to the strikers, and it was asserted 
further that President Gompers had 
pledged the support of the American 
Federation of Labor. Requests made 
by the boards of trade of several west- 
ern cities upon President Roosevelt to 
use his personal influence toward a set- 
tlement were referred by him to the 
commissioner of labor without com- 
ment. 

Newspapers Consume Vast Forests. 

A bulletin recently issued by the 
census bureau at Washington on the 
printing and publishing industry 
shows that this line of activity pre- 
fents a striking exception to the pre- 
vailing tendency toward consolidation.

Traffic League Organized. 


News comes from Chicago of the or-. 


ganization in that city of the National 
Industrial Traffic league, which is ex- 
pected to have an important effect upon 
the relations of the railroads to the 
shippers. The new association is, as 
its name implies, of national scope, and 
over fifty influential commercial organ- 
izations throughout the country are 
represented in its makeup. The offi- 
eers are: J. C. Lincoln of St. Louis, 
president; W. B. Everest of Pittsburg, 
vice president, and E. B. Boyd of Chi- 
cago, secretary. ‘The purpose of* the 
league is said to be “co-operation with 
the railroads and the interstate com- 
merce commission.” The league does 
not expect to attack the railroads, but, 
rather, to co-operate with them and to 
make suggestions to the interstate com- 
merce commission when occasion de- 
mands. 

City Bond Sale a Failure. 

The bonds of New York city, which 
in former years have been considered 
gilt edged investments, met with a 
very poor reception on the 12th inst., 
when $15,000,000 of 4 per cent securi- 
tles were offered for sale, the sixty- 
three bids received aggregating only 
$2,713,485. These bids were mostly 
at par. Under the law the bonds re- 
maining unsold may be offered at pri- 
vate sale, and the officials expect to 
dispose of a large amount in this way. 
Later these bonds were marked down 
to par and sold. 
$30,000,000 Biscuit Company. 

The report is current that an organ- 
ization to be known as the General 
Biscult company, being a consolidation 
of about 100 independent biscuit bak- 
ing companies, has recently been in- 
corporated in New York with a cap- 
ital of $30,000,000. While the concern 
is financed by two strong financial in- 
stitutions of New York city, the presi- 
dent will be a successful western busi- 
ness man, and a $500,000 plant will be 
erected in St. Louis. 


Heavy Tumble In Stocks. 

Last week’s stock market opened un- 
der conditions of such depression as 
caused many stocks to make new low 
records, Standard Oil, for -example, 
showing a maximum loss of forty 
points and reaching the new low figure 
of 425. Other leading stocks which 
suffered severely were the Union: Pa- 
cific, which lost 544 points; Delaware 
and Hudson, 6 points; Northern Pa- 
cific, 5 points; Pennsylvania, 3 points; 
New York Central, 844 points; Illinois 
Central, 744 points. In some of the 
inactive industrials there were even 
greater breaks, and for many of them 
the brokers were unable to obtain qud- 
tations of any kind. The total Stand.

SAD DROWNING ACCIDENT, 


John Hurley, Son of Randall Hurley, of 
No. Main Street, Loses His Life 
in’ Shawsheen River. 


_ Another sad drowning accident oc- 
curred on Tuesday forenaon, when little 
John Hurley, only son of Randolph Hur- 
ley of No. Main street, lost his life. The 
lad with two or three other boys went 
down to what is known as the Brick 
Yard near the Poor Farm to swim. ‘The 
other boys seeing some pond lilies fur- 
thur up the stream undressed and went 
in after them, leaving the little Hurley 
boy aloné. When they came back, his 
clothes were on the bank, but the boy 
was nowhere to be seen. The others, 
thinking that he was hiding from them, 
splashed in the water for a few moments, 
and then as he did not appear they be- 
came frightened and hurried home 
telling the boy’s parents that they 
thought he was drowned. Officers Mears 
and Morse were notified and the latter 
with several neighbors, was quickly on 
the scene. He commenced grappling for 
the body, and with the help of John 
Schofield succeeded, after several hours 
of hard work, in recovering it. Under- 
taker Mahoney of Lawrence took charge 
of the body which was later removed to 
the boy’s home. The little fellow was 
but nine years old, and was very popular 
among his playmates. His death has 
cast a gloom over many who knew and 
loved him. ° \ 

The funeral took place Thursday 
morning in St. Augustine’s church 
where a high mass of requiem was cele- 
brated by Rev. Fr. Riordan. At the 
offertory the choir sang “O Salutaris,” 
and at the close of the mass J. William 
Mahoney sang “Face to Face.” Six 
playmates of the deceased acted as pall 
bearers. Interment took place in St. 
Augustine’s cemetery.

A Drive to Lake Congamond 


One afternoon last fall, while visit- 
ing in Westfield our host suggested 
an eight mile drive to Lake Conga- 
mond. As the western part of the 
state was new to us, we were very 
glad to go. The horse was ordered 
a luncheon packed, and we were ready 
in no time—two fathers, two mothers 
and two children: 

Our road lay through the country, 
where there were large tobacco 
fields. At that time the tobacco had 
been harvested. and the plants were 
drying in the barns; great big build- 
ings, made in such a way that every 
alternate board on each ‘side of the 
barn, could be raised, leaving an 
open space. During the day-time, if 
warm and pleasant, these are left-open 
giving free. ventilation. At night, 
when there is the least sign of frost, 
they are all closed, as the tobacco 
leaves are very sensitive to frost. 
lt is rather a difficult crop to raise, 
as not only frost injures it, but a 
hail-storm completely ruins it, the 
blight is apt to strike it, and damp- 
ness is also harmful. It is, however, 
a very profitable crop, and much land 
in Westfield is given to its production. 

As’ we came near to the lake, the 
road -became a lane through the 
woods. which was very cool and 
pleasant, with now and then a glimpse 
of the water. ~ 

There are sc¥etal camps at one 
side of the lake, tn which families live 
all summer, the men coming by train, 
every afternoon. There is also a 
large house, nearby, with — stable, 
where one can get a fish dinner, or 
board. a week. Fish are very plenti- 
ful in the lake and the. bathing is 
good. All the children, girls as well 
as boys, can sw'm and dive, and do 
all kinds of “stunts” in the water. 
We had the key to one of the camps, 
which we’thoroughly explored, then 
wrote in the gue :t book, and felt, alto- 
gether like the proprietors. 

We then took a .launch ride all 
around both lakes, the Upper and the 
Lower, connected by a narrow canal, 
just big enough to squeeze through. 

The lake is surrounded by wooded 
hills, with Mount Manatuck (“took a 
man”) in the distance. 

After eating our luncheon in the 
camp, we started for home before sun- 
set. As we reared the town the 
“Mountain House” all alight, on the 
summit of Mt Tom, looked like a 
ball of fire far far above us. We 
teached home about half past. seven, 
all ready for a good hot dinner.

Sunset Among the Mountains 


As we return year after year to the 
Mountains for our vacation our con- 
Viction becomes deeper that nowhere 
else does the wonderful power and 
majesty»of God so impress one. 
There are many beautiful spots around 
the little village that shelters us but 
I know of none that gives so much 
and requires so little effort to reach 
as Mt. Surprise. It is rightly named 
—just a short walk that winds slowly 
up a dusty country road with an oc- 
casional apple or pine tree between 
which you catch glimpses of the 
southern ranges and old moat, until 
you turn the last curve and stand en- 
tranced as the wonderful beauty and 
diversity of the scene bursts upon you. 
The top. of the mount is crowned

her stalwart lover, with a glimpse of 
Carrigan, on past the Giant’s Stairway 
until the eyes rest on the crowning 
glory, Mt. Washington, towering 
above them all with its scarrer sides 
shining in the sun. 

It is from here that we have 
| watched some of the most beautiful 
sunsets that one could imagine. There 
was one especially glorious one last 
week when the last rays of the set- 
ting sun turned the winding Saco to 
a thread of silver through the fertile 
valley, Then as the sun sank behind

We 
watched until the last rays stretching 
along the range seemed to touch the 
lips of the sleeping Indian as if with 
a coal of fire, and bid him tell the 
wonders of ages past, until the 
thrushes in the trees below us ceased 
their song and only the murmur of 
the pines was heard, and the glory 
had departed. 

As we slowly walked homeward 
feeling almost as if we too had been 
on the Mount of Transfiguration 
“silently one by one, in the infinite 
meadows of heaven,

JAMES B. SMITH. 


James B. Smith passed away Sunday 
evening at his home on Mt. Vernon 
street in Lawrence. Mr. Smith was 
born bere October 1, 1828, and was edu- 
cated in the public schools and Phillips 
Academy. He was a highly respected 
citizen and was much interésted in pub- 
lic affairs as well as generous to those 
who needed aid. 

Mr. Smith was formerly president of 
the Smith & Dove Mfg. Co., rising to that 
position from first having been workman,

In 1892-93 Mr. Smith served as state

The Chinese Students’ Alliance of the 
Eastern States is holding its annual con- 
ference in town this week. For the 
pees two years the meetings have been 

eld in Amherst, but in order to broaden 

the knowledge of the various localities 
of the United States, it was deemed wise 
to change the location. Through’ the 
kindness of the Trustees of Phillips 
Academy, the buildings and grounds 
were thrown open to the delegates and 
about one hundred students, including 
several young women, who are studying 
in America, have res: The Con- 
ference opened on Wednesday evening at 

7.80 o’clock and will continue until 

Tuesday evening, August 27th. 

The aim of the Conference is to pro- 
mote close friendship among the Chinese 
students, and the results for the past 
two years have. been very gratifying to 
all interested. s 

During the regular morning sessions 
questions of vital interest will be dis. 
cussed freely, and resolutions and propo- 
sitions will be talked over at these 

‘meetings. Fifteen minutes efter the 

Conterence meeting, there will be a 

platform meeting, every morning, which 
| will last about an hour. These are 

open to the public as are also the various 
contests and evening entertainments, 
ubless otherwise notified beforehand. 

At the opening of the Conference, 
Wednesday, an address of welcome to 
the students was delivered by Principal 
Alfred E. Stearns of Phillips Andover 
academy, who said that Andover felt 
honored by the decision of the Alliance 
to accept the invitation of the Trustees 
of Phillips Andover academy to hold the 
third annual Conference here. He as- 
sured the students that they were most 
welcome and that the academy author- 
ities were only too glad to offer the 
Alliance the use of the academy build- 
ings, tennis courts and athletic fields, 
His reference to the good work that is 
being done by the Chinese students at 
Phillips Andover was greeted with 
cheers. ae 

Several distinguished men will speak 
such as Hon. Chow Tszchi, of His [m- 
perial Chinese Majesty’s Legation at 

Washington, Professor J. W. Jenks of 
Cornell University, Professor Alexander 
Meiklejohn of Brown University, Prin- 
cipal A. E. Stearns of Phillips Academy, 
and Dr. Yung Wing, Ex-Commissioner 
of Chinese Students. 

Every afternoon will be devoted to 
athletics, and baseball games, tennis 
tournaments, and association football 
will be arranged.

The dry summicr pas resulted in a 
seriou: curtaiimeat of the water sup- 
ply funished by the Merrimac river 
for power and doncstic purposes. 
The water mn the river has never been 
lower than it is at p-rsent and it has 
never been extremely low for so long 
a pericd as this vear. 

Th.ie have bern a iew days of low 
water nearly ev'iy summer. but the 
Essex company :ccords show no such 
long continued drought as now pre- 
vails, ; 

The mills are greatly handicapped 
by th: low’watcr anc ali are -forced 
to depend to a crea* extent on their 
steam power puiants. 

In order to keep a cufficient head of 
water at the da~: the Lssex company 
has found it necessary to instruct the 
mill‘sgents to ‘se water under re- 
stricti. ns and plants thal are running 
nights are not allowed to draw water 
for power after a certain point has 
been reached. 

Engineer R. A. Ha.e of the Essex 
compiry said to‘lay that the company 
officiai’ are closeiy watching the sit- 


uation and regulaling the supply. of |. 


water so as-to keep sufficient head 
on. Since there ‘s nov a limit to the 
amount of wat'r the mulls can draw 
practically all of them are using more 
or le«3 steam pc wer.

rectly behind, cutting the waves 
gracefully with her green. bows... Be- 
hind her came the stately “Galashiehs”- 
followed by the “Minnesota” whose 
skipper was somewhat erratic and 
wanted second or third place. Fail- 
ing to gain these after several at- 
tempts, he headed his boat into line 
and kept fourth place till his engine 
stopped. This mishap caused a delay; 
but the refractory machine was soon 
coaxed into action and the long line 
once more started. 

Behind the “Minnesota” came the 
“Marguerite”, a trim, little boat filled 
with a merry crowd who cheered and 
laughed as the spray dashed.in over 
the bows. Sixth and seventh were 
two boats, comparatively new, small, 
and not yet christened. These boats 
had three and five passengers respect- 
ively. All the others had from ten 
to sixteen. From the “Pond Lily” 
one had a splendid view of the en- 
tire parade and the people on shore 
affirm that the boats made~a_ fine 
showing on that sunny- afternoon.

Following. the aforementioned 
guide-book we came soon after leav- 
ing Monument Square, where the 
car stops, to the old-fashioned red 
house which contains the co'lection 
of the Antiquarian Society. This how- 
ever, we were informed by a card 
on the door, would not be open until 
one o’clock so we passed on to the 
Emerson house, the large, square, 
dignified white house, familiar to 
everyone from pictures of it. We 
gazed at it with longing eyes, wishing 
but not daring to ask admittance, and 
to see the study of the “Saye of Con- 
tord,” which remains much as 1¢ was 
in his lifetime. But considering the 
very vague ideas which both of us 
had about the great philosopher, per 
haps it is just as well that we did 
not have an opportunity t» display 
our ignorance. ; 

The Emerson house stands on the 
Cambridge turnpike just heyond its 
junction with Lexington Road, and 
not very far beyond the curner, on 
Lexington Road, stand close to- 
gether two houses of unequailed in- 
terest to all lovers of that best of 
girls’ stories, “Little's Women.” The 
one, farthest from the square is one 
of those in which the Alcotts: lived, 
but is also famous as “Wayside,” 
Hawthorne’s home, for he bought it 
from Mr. Alcott, and: spent the last 
years of his life there. The next 
house, returning towards thie Square, 
is the “Orchard House,’ where the 
Alcotts lived later. It is empty and 
for sale now, and we should have 
dearly loved to explore its surround- 
ings, but were barred by a_ surly 
notice, “Private grounds, trespas- 
sing strictly forbidden,” apd had to 
content ourselves wi the merest 
glimpse of the “Hillside Chapel” or 
“School of Philosophy”, which stands 
near the Orchard House, but farther 
back among the trees. 


We wandered back to the Square, 
stopping on the way to admire one of 
the beautiful gray squirrels which 
seem to abound in Concord. From 
the Square, with the help of the in- 
valuable guidebook we found our 
way to the quaint little Public Li- 
brary, where seems to centre the 
very spirit of Concord. Busts of dead 
authors gaze placidly at you from the 
tops of the book-cases, and their 
books fill the same cases; on the walls 
hang maps and scenes of the War of 
Independence, in which the town 
played such an honorable part, and 
we left the building thinking that it 
must be almost oppressive for a 
modern citizen of Concord to feel the 
necessity of living up to the past. 


Not very far beyond the library, 
and only a little way: off the beautiful 
main street, which is shaded with 
trees, of which even we in Andover 
may well be envious, is the pretty 
little Episcopal church. We had the 
good fortune to find this open, and 
went inside, where we saw the small 
window given by Louisa Alcott in 
memory of her father, Amos Bronson 
Alcott. The church is very tiny, not 
larger than the chapel of Christ 
Church, but pretty and dignified.

To me Hawthorne’s grave seems 
most characteristic of the man, with 
his morbid shrinking from publicity, 
The lot is enclosed by a high wire 
fence, and, within that, an evergreen 
hedge. The only inscription that 
we could see was the single word 
“Hawthorne,” on a low stone slab. 


Back at Monument Square again. 
This time we followed Monument 
street past the Old Manse—from a 
closer view of this also we were 
barred by a “no trespassing” sign— 
and turning from the street into a 
woodsy road came to the river, and 
across the bridge had our first glimpse 
of the splendid Minuteman, the statue 
which marks: the first forcible resist- 
ance of our militia to the British 
forces. The monument is a worthy 
memorial of the event which it com- 
memorates. 


The last event of our pilgrimage 
was a visit to the building of the 
Antiquarian Society which we had no- 
ticed earlier in the day. On the pay- 
ment of twenty-five cents we. were 
admitted by an old gentleman who 
might have stepped out of one of 
Hawthorne’s own books and who 
knew the history of almost every one 
of the relics of which the house is 
full. These have all been collected 
from within Concord itself, -and range 
from a button from a British soldier's 
coat, to an affi-chair which Haw- 
thorne used. To the feminine obser- 
vers perhaps not the least interesting 
memorials were the enormous shell 
comb of Thoreau’s mother, and her 
wedding shoes of white linen em- 
broidered by hand with a design of 
strawberries. ; 

Any lover of “antiques” could spend 
a week in the house without exhaust- 
ing its interest, for nearly every room 
is full of old furniture, china, or 
pewter plate. There are.relics of all 
the wars of the country from King 
Philip’s War to the Philippine cam- 
paign. But time waits for no one, 
not even for a Concord Pilgrim, and 
after signing our names in the guest- 
book, from Hawthorne’s inkstand 
we reluctantly left, and I think we 
should hardly have been surprised as 
we walked back to the square, to see 
Emerson and Alcott in grave conver- 
sation, orto -Mcet Thoreau’ on his 
way to his beloved Walden.

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The Home of the “‘Batefoot Boy” 


While spending a few days in Haver- 
hill last week, it became my for- 
tune to visit the one place of interest 
(to me) in that historic city—Whittierts 
the street 


in view, it was not long before I was 
wandering along beside the silver 
streamlet wrapt in that dreamy, pensive 
mood which one is apt to employ on 
such occasions. Upon reaching the 
Fi amar’ Avec which the ron 
peped ind gu , I paused a momen 
to look Choate and ar- 
esque little spot I believe I never saw. — 
There in the centre, as I have said, was 
the running water, and on either side 
high embankment towered 
me, making the whole seem not 

a miniature Many strange 
flowers grew by the. water-side, and of 
these I think that that known as the 
cardinal flower was the most beautiful. 
Its bright red reflection danced and 
played in the musical streamlet, and 
gave a tinge of startling brightness to 
the little scene, On and on I wandered, 
in and out and up and down, until, at 
last, I came to a stone wall under which 
the little brook darted and was lost to 
view. Thus, feeling as though I had 
suddenly been deserted, I climbed to the 
top of the embankment on my left, and, 
as I stood there and saw the wild-straw- © 
berry vines running in every direction 
on the ground, I wondered whether or 
not this spot had been the scene of the 
“Barefoot Boy.” Yonder, I beheld the 
old turn-style which led into the little | 
family grave-yard. There, in the shade 
of the gnarled branches of the old sweet 
apple trees, sleep but a. few of the fa- 
mous Whittier family, the others hay- 
ing been placed in the church yard in 
Amesbury. Moss-grown, black, and old 
are the several stones which mark the 
graves of those who still rest “at home.” 
Passing through the “gap in the wall,” 
and descending four or five broad stone 
steps, I found myself in a most charm- 
ing old-fashioned garden. Sun-flowers 
and holly-hocks in abundance nodded to 
me as I passed down the walk; bache- 
lor’s buttons, pinks, and hosts of other 
flowers stood with their bright faces up- 
turned to the sun, and soit is no won- 
der that I felt sorry when I came to the 
end of this charming little fairy-land, 
and stood before the next object of in- 
terest—tha quaint old well. My fingers 
fairly itched to lift the long sweep, and 
pull ap the huge bucket, brim full of 
sparkling water, but I was told that it 
was not in use. However, I did venture 
to lean far over the rotten boards and 
take a look at the monkey far down in 
the stagnant water. 

Close at hand stood the old farm- 
house, and so I hurried eagerly into the 
kitchen without wasting a minute. 
This room runs the whole length, but 
only half, the width of the house. The 
ceiling is low, compared with the houses 
of today, and the huge beams boast of 
no plastering whatever. In one corner 
stands the spinning wheel, and opposite 
this is the large cupboard filled with 
many ancient dishes and pewter knives, 
forks}and spoons. There stands the 
table from which the Whittier family 


from sitting first in the roomy rocking 
chairs, and then in the straight backed 
common chairs, in all of which the great 
poet has rested again and again in days 
gone by. The greatest attraction in 
this room, however, is the huge fires 
place, built deep into -the wall. Inthe 
opening stands the rusty crane from 
which are suspended the many pots aud 
kettles of strong iron-ware. ‘To one side 
is the little brick oven with a place for 
the fire underneath. My, but how good 
the beans and brown bread must have 
tasted when baked in this snug old- 
fashioned way! On the shelf above the 
fire-place, stand the iron candJe-moulds, 
and suspended from several hooks and 
pails are the old leather saddle bags, 
much the worse for wear; the rusty lan- 
terns used about the farm; time- 
stained almanacs, dating way back in 
the eighteen hundreds, and the large 
fire beliows, showing that they had long 
since. proved their worth. .Whittier has 
often spoken of the “bulls-eye,” and 
this old‘watch is still hanging directly 
over the fireplace. Huge it is in size, 
and dented in many places, I am sure 
that it now serves all purposes except to 
tell the time of day. Beside the fire- 
place hangs the large, shiny warming

important fact, and that is, the real 
cause which led or stimulated these 
young men to make that night so 
hideous and sleepless to others. These 
disturbances are not all confined to 
Essex street. Those living in other 
parts of our town utter the same com- 
plaints of midnight carousals and the 
raising of Cain generally. They occur 
on my own street, and particularly on 
Saturday night. One would think, 
sometimes, that all pandemonium had 
broken loose. And while we may con- 
demn these youngsters for their scanda- 
lous and annoying behavior, we shall 
accomplish very little towards effecting 
a remedy unless we point out the cause, 
and make some earnest and honest effort 
to remove the same. 

To those who have eyes and care to 
use them, it will not be difficult to un- 
derstand where the root of the trouble 
lies. What different conduct could we 
expect from young men who go to a 
neighboring city and fill up on beer or 
something sttonger, and then return to 
their homes in the midnight hours: with 
their brains made crazy, and their blood 
inflamed by alcoholic poison? In their 
1ational and sober moments these same 
young men would perhaps scorn such a 
disturbauce of the peace. But where 
beer is in, witis out. In that condition 
they lose all sense of self respect, and 
all regard for the feelings and rights of 
others. No one with a common share 
of observation can doubt that the 
prolific and prominent source of these 
particular evils, and of many others 
that we deplore, is the beer cask and the 
rum bottle. Remove these and we 
should soon have a new and better state 
of society. Wherever they exist they 
act as a mighty incubus upon human 
progress, and a dark blot upon our 
civilization and religion. 

And when we come to take a broader 
view of this question, and look at the 
acts of these young men in the light of 
reason and charity, W@ shall find-that 
they were not altogether greater sinners 
in this respect than are many others 

| who dwell on Essex street or in other 
parts of Andover. The seat of the evil 
for which they are condemned, lies 
higher up in the social scale. Every 
citizen in town has a share of responsi- 
bility in ‘this matter. Need we wonder 
that young men drink intoxicating 
liquors when they find encouragement 
in such a course by the examples, the 
talk, and the votes of their fathers—-and 
perhaps of’ their mothers—when they 
see it shamefully paraded at weddings 
social parties? It is this class who sneer 
at temperance and scoff at all efforts to 
promote sobriety by removing tempta- 
tions from the young, who are, after all, 
the greatest sinners and the worst 
enemies to the good order and peace of 
the community. They are the parties 
most responsible for midnight de- 
bauchery and crime. Young men take 
their cue from older persons and follow 
the example of their superiors. Let us 
not then condemn the young and 
thoughtless class too hastily, but place 
the blame on the shoulders of those who 
really create these public annoyances 
and evils, by creating that condition of 
public sentiment that leads to them.
